dothes men to Third and Market 
streets to patrol Spreckels' prop- 
erty on all sides in an endeavor 
to locate the vicious plotters. Up 
to the present time none of the 
dynamiters has been seen, but 
Spinetti is in moral fear of instant 
death at their hands. 


Spinetti Realizes Danger 


The letter is written in the pe- 


culiar shaded script of the Latin 
races and affixed to it are the cus- 
tomary emblems of the "Black 
Hand," a skull with cross-bones 
and a drawing of a black hand 
for a seal. And as Spinetti is of 
Italian extraction he realizes the 
full import of all this, although. 
in- a faltering way. he tries to 
make light of it.

wlio was arrested last November un J. 
charge of mvrderlng Frank Bellows, his 
alleged rival for the affections of Miss 
Blanche Kerfoot of Sutler Creek, filed suit 
yesterday afternoon against August Voll- 
mer, chief of the Berkeley police depart- 
ment, and Henry E. Jamison, D. Herbert 
Fraser, Charles A. Becker and A. S. J. 
Woods, detectives and members of the 
police force, for $50,000 damages, claim- 
ing that he was falsely imprisoned. 


The complaint holds the defendants di- 


rectly responsible for Kleinschmtdt's ex- 
perience in Jail and before the grand Jury, 
and charges that they "conspired togeth- 
er" for his false imprisonment. 


The complaint embodies two distinct 


causes of action, based upon alleged ille- 
gal actions on the part of the Berkeley 
police. 
It is charged that by Improper 


exercise of authority the .defendants 
placed Klelnschmldt In the Berkeley Jail, 
keeping him there three days "without 
right or authority, legally or otherwise, 
and to the great disgrace, distress of mind 
and material injury of plaintiff." 


While confined In the Berkeley jail It 


is claimed that Klelnschmidt was treated 
as though he -were a "cruel, heartless and 
abandoned criminal," and that his cap- 
tors "Insulted and humiliated him, mali- 
ciously and wantonly ' subjected him to 
other and manifold indignities and gloated 
with malignant delight over his discom- 
fiture and helplessness." 
Claims Perjury. 


In pursuance of the alleged design to 


accomplish the Imprisonment of Klein- 
sohmidt, the complaint recites that the 
statements of 'witnesses examined were 
"distorted and qualified to the injury of 
plaintiff." 
If the correct testimony of 


the witnesses had been taken, the com- 
plaint sets forth that no prosecution could 
or would have been instituted against the 
young collegian. 
The complaint recites that Klelnschmldt 


was compelled to expend J4000 in attor- 
neys' fees, and incidental expenses be- 
cause of his arrest. 
It is claimed that 


he lost all of his credits at the University 
of California, preventing him from com- 
pleting his college year and retarding 
him one year in his education.

respect the complaint estimates that the

Is This Lie a Prelude to Murder? 


Under the caption of "Unearth Plot to Murder Both Heney and 


Spreckels," there was printed last evening in the Oakland Enquirer, 
a paper controlled by George C. Fardee, a story that in vileness and 
falsity is entirely worthy of its source and mouthpiece. .We give it 
in its entirety: 


"That a plot to kill Rudolph Spreckels, head and front of the 


graft prosecution, and Francis J. Heney, special prosecutor in the 
graft cases, was hatched some months ago, is the startling state- 
ment mac'e by one close to the men who are seeking to put the bribe- 
givers behind the bars. 


''According- to this story, it was planned to anger Spreckels 


during tbe proceedings in his suit for libel against W. E. Dargie, 
which were being held in Oakland, and start a riot. The day that the 
plot was to ha\e been carried out was set and a famous gun fighter, 
whose n?me is well known on the Pacific Coast, had been ap- 
proached with a view to have him lead the riot. He refused, how- 
ever, to 1 ave anything to do with the alleged 'job,' but others, it is 
said, \\ere engaged to do the fighting. The plot fell through because 
Spreckels failed to appear. It was also designed to have Heney 
appear on the day in question, but this he was unable to do on ac- 
count of Dther duties. The men who are alleged to have approached 
the famo is gun fighter are credited with having assured htm that he 
would be fully protected 


"On another occasion, according to the authority for the story, 


Heney and Spreckels were to be called to a certain place for a con- 
ference over statements credited to them by a local newspaper. In 
another joom in which the conference was to be held were sta- 
tioned gun fighters, but neither Heney nor Spreckels walked into 
the trap, although they had a friend present who looked the gun 
men ove-." 


A San Francisco date line was placed at the head of this precious 


yarn, bu* it is plain from the context that it was written in the 
Encfuirer office. Of course, it is a pure invention, and a clumsy one 
at that, ,md is worthy of attention only because it is an evidence 
of the ler gths a depraved and vindictive mind can go in an effort to 
defame and injure. The man who wrote the article knew,he was 
penning i lie; the man who printed it did so knowing that he was 
publishing a malignant libel, and the person who suggested it con- 
ceived the falsehood in the malicious spirit of the assassin. 


The story is a characteristic bit of Burns intrigue. It is pre- 


cisely the sort of thing for which that personage is famous, and for 
which Lincoln Steffens apotheosized him in the American Magazine. 
The vehicle through which it found publicity is a fit and proper 
instrument for such foul business. 


However, liars should be more careful in the matter of verisimili- 


tude. Heney never appeared as attorney in the fake libel suit against 
THE TRIBUNE instituted by Rudolph Spreckels in the name of the 
First National Bank of San Francisco, and did not attend the taking 
of depositions. The "riot" story is ridiculous on its face, seeing that 
the hearings were conducted in the law office of Clarence Crowell, 
which scarcely afforded seating room for a dozen people. Save the 
attorneys, witnesses, reporters and the commissioner and stenog- 
rapher, there was seldom any other persons present. 
There never 


was at anjr time the slightest demonstration of a turbulent character. 


But why did not the Enquirer print the name of the man "close 


to Spreckels and Heney" who revealed at this late day the alleged 
plot to not and murder? Who is the renowned gun fighter whose 
services were sought and \vho declined the job? When and where 
was the alleged conference to which Spreckels and Heney were to 
be decoyed and slain to be held? Why are the names, time, place 
and circumstances omitted from this vague tale of medieval Italian 
assassination? Perhaps because Burns and his acolytes "pour the 
poison in'' without showing their hands in the cowardly business, 
and avoi 1 the consequences of being specific in their statements. 


Beyond the desire to befoul with false accusation, however, there 


may be- a still more sinister purpose behind the publication of this 
malignart story. While the depositions in the fake libel suit were 
being taken, James D. Phelan, a partner in the Spreckels private 
prosecution, stood up in an Alameda church and advocated shooting 
W. E. Dargie down on his own doorstep. Was the story of a fake 
plot to rssassinate Spreckels and Heney put forth in the Oakland 
Enquirer as the groundwork of an excuse for committing the murder 
Phelan suggested in the Alameda church? Ordinarily the Spreckels- 
Burns crowd have used the Call and Bulletin as vehicles for "pour- 
ing the f oison in." Why have they used an outside medium for the 
foul work on this occasion? Have they prepared an assassination 
scheme, and started in to justify it in advance?

Senatorial" Fears for the Fleet. 


The solicitude displayed in the Senate for the fleet in the Pa- 


cific commanded by Admiral Evans is pathetic. Its sincerity should 
prevent the spectators from laughing, even if the manifestations are 
at times an incitement to be merry. Real grief calls for sympathy, 
not ridicule. Still, it may fairly be doubted if the case of the fleet 
and the nation is as desperate as the grave and reverend Senators 
believe. 


Senator Bacon of Georgia i= fearful lest the fleet will get lost 


or stolen on its way around the world; moreover, he is afra'id the 
tolls on the Suez canal will bankrupt the treasury. 
Apparently he 


thinks t.ie ships will not have to be manned and navigated if they 
are not sent into foreign waters. 
Perhaps his idea is that after 


building warships we should dock them permanently, or put them 
on ice, or put them in a glass case as museum exhibits of our wealth 
and military potency. 


Senator Hale of Maine is grieved that it costs money to keep
